No. PERS|IR|1115|l|82|VoI. VI|6560.—In exer¬ 
cise of the powers conferred by clause (b) of sub-sec¬ 
tion (2) of section 37 of the International Airports 
Authority Act, 1971, (43 of 1971), the International 
Airports Authority of India, with the previous ap¬ 
proval of the Central Government, hereby makes the 
following regulations further to amend the Internatio¬ 
nal Airports Authority of India (Gratuity) Regulations, 
1984 namely:— 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Inter¬ 
national Airports Authority of Tndia (Gratuity) Am¬ 
endment Regulations, 1992. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force 
on 1st day of January, 1986. 

2. In the International Airports Authority ot India 
(Gratuity) Regulations, 1984,—

“(f) Emoluments mean the last pay drawn (which 
includes basic pay, special pay, dearness al¬ 
lowance, leave salary, subsistence gram and 
wages in the case of non-salaried employees) 
immediately preceding the date of quitting 
service or the date of his|her death. There 
will be no ceiling on rackonable emoluments 
for calculating the gratuity”. 

(2) after item (ix) of sub-regulation (h) of regula¬ 
tion 2, the following shall be inserted namely:— 

“(x) wife of a pre-deceased son”. 

(3) after Explanation IT1 to sub-regulation (1) of 
regulation 3, the following Explanations shall be in¬ 
serted, namely:— 

“Explanation IV 

An employee against whom disciplinary action|pro- 
cecdings is contemplated or pending at the time of 
resignation|retirement will not be paid gratuity unless 
the action [proceedings against himjher have been fina¬ 
lised. On finalisation of the disciplinary proceedings, 
the release or payment of amount Of the gratuit|y will 
depend upon the final outcome of the disciplinary pro¬ 
ceedings and keeping in view the orders of the disci¬ 
plinary authority. No gratuity will be admissible to an 
employee whose services are terminated lor miscon¬ 
duct as provided in the second proviso to sub-regulation 
(1) of regulation 3. 
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Explanation V 

In respect of the Central Government employees 
who have been appointed in International Airports 
Authority of India on permanent]immediate absorp¬ 
tion basis, the previous service rendered under the 
Government should not be taken into account while 
computing the qualifying service for payment of gra¬ 
tuity”. 

(4) for sub-regulation (2) of regulation 3, the fol¬ 
lowing shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(2) Amount of gratuity shall be - 

(a) equal to 15126 days of a month’s emolu¬ 

ments for each completed year of service 
or part thereof in excess of six months 
subject to a maximum of 16-11 times 
the monthly emoluments or Rs. 1,00,000 
whichever is less. 

(b) in the case of death, the amount of gra¬ 
tuity will be as calculated at the rate 
specified in clause (a) above or at the 
rates specified below, whichever is more:—
